Citizens For Justice 
Endorses: 

At the September monthly meeting 
of Citizens for Justice, a community- 
based group working for changes in the 
administration of justice in San 
Francisco, five candidates for District 
Attorney, Sheriff and the Board of 
Supervisors were endorsed. The group 
did not endorse a candidate for Mayor, 
but will vote on mayorality candidates 
before the expected December run-off, 
after the leading contenders have more 
thoroughly expressed their positions on 
criminal and health justice issues. 

For DA, the group endorsed Carol 
Ruth Silver, former Legal Counsel to 
the Sheriff and prominent human rights 
activist. She was endorsed on the basis 
of her long public record in support of 
decriminalization of non-victim crimes 
and her support for progresive and 
revised law enforcement priorities. 

Sheriff Richard hongisto was 
endorsed for re-election. His longtime 
support for decriminalization measures 
and the development of alternatives to 
incarceration for offenders who have 
not violated the rights of others were 
cited by the group. Hongisto was 
praised for his efforts to intoduce some 
element of humanity into the San 
Francisco County Jails in the face of 
budgetary and political obstacles. 

Supervisor John Molinari was the 
only incumbent of the Board of 
Supervisors to win endorsement, which 
was based on his role in winning Board 
and law enforcement support for a 
citation approach to non victim crime in 
San Francisco. 

Arnold Townsend and Harvey Milk 


were also endorsed for the Board of 
Supervisors on the basis of their 
community action and strong support 
for revised law enforcement practices 
and policies. The two have both called 
for the decriminalization of non-victim 
crimes, and reform measures in the 
criminal justice system. Both are 
extremely active and involved in their 
respective communities. 

Citizens for Justice is comprised of 
more than seventy activists in the areas 
of non-victim crime reform, police 
practices and procedures and psychia¬ 
tric justice. The group was instrumental 
in winning adoption of a citation 
enforcement policy for certain non¬ 
victim crimes and in opening up to 
public participation the important Police 
Commission hearings on revised 
Policies, Rules and Procedures for the 
San Francisco Police Department last 
April.

We, the Citizens for Justice, are a 
group of involved community people 
interested in equal treatment for all San 
Franciscans in regard to our legal 
system and its implementation. We 
believe that not only are our laws and 
law enforcement inconsistently applied 
to various San Francisco neighborhoods 
and racial and income groups, but that 
certain laws dealing with personal 
morals, non-victim “crimes” and forced 
psychiatric “treatments” should either 
be stricken from the codes or differently 
administered.

From the Office Of 
John Foran: 

Assemblyman John F. Foran, 
Chairman Ways and Means committee 
announced the signing into law of his 
Assembly Bill 1287. 

Unddr present law, the employer 
or insurance carrier has the absolute 
right to control the injured employees’ 
medical program. The employee has no 
choice but to accept treatment from the 
designated doctor or forfeit benefits. 

Assembly Bill 1287, in addition, 
will require an employer to provide 
chiropractic treatment, and will provide 
that the employee may be treated by a 
physician of his own choice or at a 
facility of his own choice within a 
reasonable geographical area after thirty 


days from the date the injury is 
reported. 

Foran stated that the signing of this 
bill allows “a worker who is injured on 
the job the right to select his own 
physician...The worker compensation 
system was the only insurance program 
which permitted the insurer (employer) 
to dictate who will provide medical 
services. The long felt need of injured 
workers for legislation to correct this 
injustice of longstanding has now come 
to an end.” AB 1287 becomes effective 
January 1, 1976.

handed our endorsement. 

In marked contrast to these 
obviously political maneuverings, the 
Club’s next endorsement meeting (for 
Members of the Board of Supervisors) 
was well publicized in advance as an 
endorsement meeting. 

Because of the highly irregular 
procedures of that May meeting, the 
club’s officers agreed to place on the 
agenda of the September 24th meeting 
a motion to rescind their original 
endorsement of George Moscone. 
Ballots were mailed to all members; 
twenty ballots were returned, and over 
sixty members attended the meeting. In 
the middle of heated debate, the Club’s 
President, Gary Miller, resigned, 
immediately "unresigned,” and stalked 
out of the meeting with our ballots.

On November 4, 1975, we will go 
to the polls (you are registered, aren’t 
you?) to elect a new mayor for the City 
of San Francisco. Assuming that no gay 
out there is seriously considering voting 
for ol’ law ’n order [everytime someone 
says that, we get the ax] ‘misquoted’ 
“Leviticus” Ertola, believer in the 
disciple of the sin and crime of 
homosexuality, or “Josephine” 
Barbagelata, scrubbing out the stains 
[that’s us, guys] of the city with his Ajax 
and Vivas as he sweeps through on 
another clean up campaign [and that 
doesn’t mean a shower a day], we will 
have narrowed our logical choice down 
to three candidates. 

You could vot for Feinstein. She is 
the woman candidate on this slate and 
she ran for mayor once before. In that 
prior campaign, Feinstein made an 
issue of appealing for the gay vote, and 
has been riding on the residue of that 
appeal ever since. She was unable to 
garner much support because of her 
stand on pornography (you haven’t 
forgotten that already, have you?). Her 
stand against pornography cost her a lot 
of gay support that might have 
otherwise gotten, because by now most 
of us realize that the first to suffer in the 
crunch on almost any crackdown, is the 
gays. On almist any moral issue, like the 
law ’n order campaigns, we get hit first, 
while little attention is paid to what 
straights may be doing in the same area. 
We are, we always have been, and 
unless we do something to stop it, 
always will be, the capegoats of 
“morality”. 

Realizing at some point since the 
beginning of that campaign that her 
stance on pornography cost her dearly 
in the gay sector, Feinstein has since 
softened her stand (so she says) on 
pornography, in hopes of regaining 
some of the lost support. And it is 
perhaps that change of mind that points 
more to the character of this candidate 
than her stance on an issue. 

Feinstein lost the 1971 election by 
a large margin, and, in retaliation has 
since worked in underhanded ways 
against the gays. Undoubtedly in the 
belief that her appeal to the gay voters 
of this city cost her support form others 
sectors, Feinstein has, since losing that 
election four years ago, prattled on out 
of both sides of her mouth. She has 
consistently voted for nice little 
resolutions that mean little or nothing, 
such as voting in our favor on the 
anti-discrimination in employment on 
the basis of sexual orientation issue — a 
position designed to make her look 
sympathetic to the gay cause, yet a 
position that did little or nothing to 
change any conditions in employment, 
even in San Francisco...the telephone 
company, one of the City’s largest 
employers, still has a policy of not hiring 
admitted homosexuals. So her position 
on that issue, attempting to make 
herself look good on the gay issue, 
while at the same time not offending 
downtown businesses since there was 
no requirement to enforce that 
anti-discrimination stance, and no way 
for the City to enforce its position, lost 
her nothing in votes from one sector, 
while attempting to gain votes from the 
gay sector. And that’s the way we have 
been treated by La Feinstein since her 
loss four years ago. 

We have become for Feinstein a 
political tool, to be played off against 


whomever it is expedient to play off 
against at the moment. While voting for 
the nice little resolutions that mean little 
or nothing, that carry little or no weight, 
that have little or no impact on our 
conditions in this City, Feinstein has, at 
the same time, been going along with 
the police department in garnering 
more and more ways to curtail our lives. 
Thus, Feinstein voted for the acquisition 
of police helicopters, helicopters that 
could only be used to patrol beaches 
and outlying areas; areas where the 
only victims to get caught in the trap 
would likely be gays. (You really did’nt 
think that they were going to use those 
helicopters in the Sunset and 
Richmond, did you? And certainly not 
downtown, flying in and out and 
around the skyscrapers. ( 

While voting for those nice little 
resolutions that mean little or nothing, 
that carry little or no weight, Feinstein, 
in another move that has typified her 
position in the past four years, also 
voted to give the police department 
control over gay after hours bars, 
capitulating to the unpersuasive argu¬ 
ments or the police that it was necessary 
to control such establishments because 
they were the only ones where patrons 
arrived intoxicated, yet never explaining 
what that had to do with it. The police 
department’s rationale, and Feinstein’s 
acquiescence to it, was the on/y gay 
after hours establishments (dance halls) 
attracted that particular clientele, 
though no one ever said what was 
wrong with that particular clientele. So 
her vote, again, in an underhanded 
move calculated to “control” homo¬ 
sexuals in San Francisco, was cast with 
the police department with little or no 
questioning on the need for such 
control, and certainly no logical 
explanation for the desirability and need 
fo the control. It seems to be enough 
that the police department wanted it, 
Feinstein went along with it. 

Bets are on all around the City that 
should Feinstein win this election, she 
would re-appoint A1 Nelder as police 
chief, a police chief that gays lobbied to 
remove several years ago. Too, Nelder 
ran for the Board of Supervisors, and 
wone, on a law ’n order campaign, and 
you can refer back to the first paragraph 
for the implications carried in that issue. 

You could vote for Feinstein, a 
candidate who has decided that support 
of the gay cause would hurt her political 
career, and in that vein has shunned the 
gay vote this time around. She has not 
campaigned very hard for your vote; 
she has attended very few gay 
functions, and of the ones that she has 
attended, at least two were functions 
that involved the police department and 
straights — covering herself for any 
possible attack or charge that she has 
gone to the “queers” for votes. 
Feinstein did attend the Elliott 
Blackstone Testimonial Dinner (Black- 
stone was a policeman and a straight), 
and she did attend the Community 
Softball League v. Police All Stars 
softball game (a safe bet, since no one 
could know whether she was rooting for 
the gays or the police, and all historical 
indications are that she was rooting for 
the police). Aside from those two 
functions, La Feinstein has confined 
any appeal for the gay vote to small 
dinner and cocktail parties that would 
not likely generate much attention from 
the straight press, and that would carry 
little or no “gay” overtones should the 
press find out about them. And, 
Feinstein is on record as believeing that 
your vote isn’t going to make any 
difference to her anyway, so she isn’t 
























going to bother appealing for it. 

There have been some 13 brutal, 
senseless murders of gays in San 
Francisco over the past year. Rumor 
and tradition have it that the police 
department is doing little or nothing to 
track down and apprehend the 
perpetrators of those psychotic killings 
— one less queer in the world doesn’t 
bother them any. And Feinstein, more 
than any other candidate in this race, is 
in the unique position in this city’s 
government to do something to bring 
pressure to bear on the police 
department to catch the goons 
responsible for those slayings. As yet, 
we have had no work from her calling 
for and intensified effort in solving those 
slayings. Feinstein, more than any other 
candidate in this race, has the unique 
opportunity to be of real help to the gay 
sector of this City, and as yet, there is 
no indication that it matters to her one 
way or another. A few less faggots 
won’t hurt her any, since whe doesn’t 
need our vote anyway. Feinstein will go 
along with the police department to 
bring pressure to bear on us, but she will 
not bring pressure to bear on the police 
department for us. Feinstein will vote 
with the police department to harass us, 
but she will not vote to protect us. Not 
one word on these senseless killings has 
issued from her in this election year. 
She, more than any other candidate, 
could at least pretend to be concerned, 
and is in the position to be of 
assistance to us, but she has not 
bothered to even mention it is passing. 

Or, you could vote for Moscone, a 
California State Senator who has 
conducted a very hush-hush campaign 
within the gay community for your vote. 
Moscone has attended but very few 
more functions than has Feinstein, and 
has attended carefully selected func¬ 
tions that were not likely to attract any 
straight press, television coverage, or in 
any way get out to the rest of the City. 
He wants your vote, -but he doesn’t 
want the rest or the world to know that 
he is after that vote. 

And, if you want another “star” in 
politics, Moscone is a good candidate 
for just that. Moscone started this 
campaign for the gay vote, such as it 
has been, from the stage and has 
continued through the preceding eleven 
months to campaign just that way. His 
attendance at gay functions has been 
considerably less than overwhelming, 
and he, like Feinstein, has confined his 
attendance to those events at which 
there would be a mixed crowd of 
straights and gays so that he could 
justify to the rest of the City his 
appearance as appealing for the straight 
vote, or the gay vote, or any vote, but 
certainly not pinpointed to the 
solicitation of our vote. Moscone, too, 
attened the Blackstone Testimonial 
Dinner and the Community Softball 
League v. Police All Stars softball game, 
making one wonder if perhaps the same 
person handles both schedules and to 
make things easier just includes both of 
them on the same list. Moscone, in a 
radical departure from his usual 
avoidance of gay functions, did go 
Feinstein on better in attending the 
1975 Emperor’s Coronation [neither he 
nor Feinstein was at the 1974 
Coronation, nor the 1975 Empress 
Coronation, nor the Installation of 
Officers at S.I.R., nor the Acme Beer 
Contest, nor The Levi Ball, nor 
Christopher Street West Parade—too 
much straight press coverage on that 
one). Moscone has not yet openly and 
aboveboard appealed for your vote, 
and this late in the game is not likely to 
do so. The first ad that Moscone has run 


in any gay publication was that 
appearing in the October, 1975 issue of 
Vector, and even that ad carried a 
disclaimer at the bottom of it stating that 
the ad was not in any way connected to 
the Moscone for Mayor Campaign 
Committee (he doesn’t want any 
“fruits” on his campaing committee?). 
(It’s on the inside back cover in the small 
print at the bottom of the page, and will 
cost you only $1 to verify.) 

You could vote for either one of 
these two candidates who have so 
indifferently appealed for your vote; 
these two candidates who have 
managed to attend, respectively two 
and three gay affairs out of a list of at 
least a dozen that I have been at; these 
two candidates who have dedided that 
you are a political tool to be used as 
necessary to appease the straight 
community; these two candidates who 
have shunned like the plague any 
intimation in the straight press that they 
are after your vote, or that your vote 
matters; these two candidates who have 
campaigned only for a distance 
(“faggots” are all right they just wouldn’t 
want their bother to marry one); these 
two candidates who have conducted 
their campaigns safely removed from 
any close contact with the ‘disease’ of 
homosexuality as if it were contagious. 

Or, you could vote for the one 
candidate who has openly and 
definately recognized us, supported us 
and appealed for our vote — Senator 
Milton Marks. 

On that list of a dozen gay events, 
Senator Marks found no affair to small, 
or too unimportant, or too well 
publicized to attend, and can check off 
the yes column in attendance for every 
one of those events. Only Senator 
M&rks found what we are doing 
important enough to attend the 
Emperor’s Coronation last year, and the 
year before, and the year before. Only 
Senator Marks found the Acme Beer 
Man Contest, a contest generated by 
the straight community, extended 
through the gay community, and back 
again into the straight community, an 
important enough step forward for us to 
warrant attendance. ONLY Senator 
Marks dared the publicity surrounding 
the Christopher Street West Parade to 
openly attend that event in support of 
us and our rights. And only Senator 
Marks found the Installation of Officers 
for S.I.R. important enough to attend. 

Senator Marks has been openly 
supportive of us for a number of years, 
not months, and has over those years 
gone his way regardless of what the rest 
of the world might think about such 
support. Unlike Moscone, or Feinstein, 
Senator Marks has stood squarely and 
upfront with us and for us, and he has 
let the rest of the world know where he 
stands. Starting his involvement with us 
at a time when it was not only not 
politically expedient to play to the gay 
vote, it was potential political dynamite 
to even acknowledge that we existed, 
Senator Marks has, unlike La Feinstein, 
not weivered in his support, has not 
played us off against the more 
conservative members of the state and 
City, and has not backed down in the 
face of opposition, or political risk. He 
stated his belief in our humanity, and he 
has stood behind that belief all the way. 

Much has been made in this 
campaign of the role Moscone played in 
the passage of AB489. Little has been 
said of the role that Senator Marks 
played in the passage of the same bill. 
While crdit must be given where due, 
how much credit can a man deserve 
when he need but stand with 16 fellow,

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supportive, bolstering Democrats on an 
issue, while facing little opposition from 
the other side from his own party; how 
much credit does a man deserve when 
he must stand with but 2 fellow 
Republications and the courage of his 
conviction on the ‘aye’ side of that 
roster. While Moscone had no small 
coterie of cohorts with him in his 
position on AB489, Senator Marks has 
no small coterie of opposition to his 
stand. While Moscone had little to lose 
in siding with a traditionally liberal 
Democratic party, Senator Marks laid 
his belief in our rights on the line, 
breaking with his party, and standing in 
the face of that conservative opposition, 
siding with those liveral Democrats to 
our benefit. There is comfort in siding 
with numbers. Senator Marks stood all 
bu alone for us. 

You could vote for Senator Marks, 
a man who has conducted this 
campaign from the floor, amongst the 
crowd. Unlike Feinstein who has made 
so little appeal to your vote, Senator 
Marks has made a very definate appeal 
for your vote. Unlike Moscone, who 
attended such functions as he did and 
conducted his campaign from the safety 
of the distant stage, Senator Marks has 
sat at the tables, stood at the bars, 
walked through the crowds. Unlike 
Feinstein or Moscone, who attended 
functions only with the virtual assurance 
of a spotlight and a microphone, 
Senator Marks has attended functions 
where he was not to speak, but only to 
attend. Senator Marks believes neither 
that we are contagious or dangerous, 
nor that we are something to be viewed 
from the distorted distance of a stage. 

You are going to have the choice 
of electing a mayor who has shunned 
you, avoided you, and kept you at a 
safe distance, or a mayor who has stood 


with you, beside you. Attitudes filter 
from the top, and whohere is that more 
apparent than in Senator Marks’ 
attendance at gay affairs with his family. 
Senator Marks’ 17 year old daughter 
has sat on more than one occasion in a 
room full of gay men and acts as if she 
doesn’t know the difference between 
straight and gay. Senator Marks’ 14 
year old son sat in a room full of gay 
men at the S.I.R. Installation of Officers 
and acted as if he had never heard the 
word “queer,” “fruit,” “faggot.” And 
Senator Marks himself often made me 
wonder whether it really registered on 
him that he was dealing with a group of 
h-o-m-o-s-e-x-u-a-l-s, so utterly indif¬ 
ferent is he to our sexual labelling. 
SEnator Marks deals with us as people, 
not as homosexuals. Senator Marks 
deals with us at close range, not at a 
safely held distance. Senator Marks has 
sat next to us on a bar stool and drank 
and discussed issues. SENATOR Marks 
has sat next to you at dinner. Senator 
Marks and his family has sat next to you 
at gay eyents, and never given you any 
indication that he even knew that you 
are gay, for the fact that you are gay 
simply is not important to him. 

Attitudes filter down. You will have 
a choice of candidates whose attitudes 
range from the “your vote won’t make 
any difference to me” to “elect me and 
I’ll put on a good show.” The farther 
distant the mayor is from the voters who 
elect him to office, the more likely he is 
to be callous in dealing with abstract 
issues of government, aware of little 
more than the theory behind his 
actions, rather than knowing who the 
people really are and who may be 
benefiting or hurting from those actions. 
You can vote for a woman who has 
compaigned for your vote in a limited 
fashion, and from a distance, and who 


will likely respond to our needs from a 
distance; or a man who has 
campaigned from the stage, and will 
likely respond to our needs through the 
blinging glare of the footlights. 

Or, you can vote for a man who 
has mingled amongst us; who has 
campaigned amonst us as if he were 
campaigning in a straight crowd; a man 
who has openly and overtly supported 
us for the past several years; a man who 
has stood his ground in the face of 
opposition to his stance for our freedom 
and rights; a man who will respond to 
our needs by dealing with the people, 
not the abstract theory of government. 

For all that, you can VOTE FOR 
MAYOR MILTON MARKS. 

Senator Marks is behind in the 
pools and needs your help to win this 
election. He is behind in the polls, and 
may be there just because of his open 
advocacy of our right to the freedoms 
and liberties that straights have. And he 
needs our help. It is important, not only 
that you vote, but that you get your 
friends, relatives and neighbors to vote. 
Every vote will make a difference in this 
election, and if the gay vote splits too 
much, Feinstein just may be right in 
stating that it doesn’t make any 
difference to her, for Senator Marks 
could lose this election on that split. 

Senator Marks is behind in the 
polls, and needs your help. If nothing 
else, remember to vote on November 4. 
But if you have some time, an hour or 
two a week, Senator Marks could use 
you help now. If you have the time, and 
if you can help in any way, it is needed 
now, and you can call the Marks for 
Mayor Campaign Headquarters at 
543-8422 to offer what time and help 
you can.

With that kind of “line-up” the 
picture becomes clear. The same 
people who gave us Yerba Buena and 
Candlestick, the same people who gave 
us the high-rises and the high taxes to 
go along with them, now are offering us 
Prop. B to “solve” our problems. 

The record of the Burtons, 
Browns, etc., have been in favor of the 
citizens and individual rights. These are 
the legislators who passed the laws that 
have changed attitudes towards sexual 
freedom and marijuana. These ar the 
legislators who are fighting for the needs 
of the elderly. The list goes on. I don’t 
recall the Chamber of Commerce or 
Supervisor Barbagelata fighting for our 
rights or the rights of individuals.

News Item: Oswald Simple, who 
made national headlines by saving 
President Edsel from a maniac hurling a 
razor-edged Frisbee, announced a $25 
million dollar lawsuit involving the 
Queensville Bigtime Rag, columnist 
Herb Complain and four other major 
nationwide publications. 

Simple, in the lawsuit filed by his 
attorney, Will Makesutcha Haul, 
charged the newspapers had consti¬ 
tuted an “invasion of (Simple’s) 
privacy” by revealing that Simple was 
black. 

Due to the disclosure of his “racial 
and pigment orientation,” according to 
the suit, Simple had suffered “great 
mental anguish,” and had been 
“scorned and abandoned” by membrs 
of his immediate family. 

“It’s absolutely true,” said Haul. 
“We called Mrs. Wilma Simple — 
Oswald’s mother — and all she said 
was, ‘Oswald who?’ ” 

A close friend of Simple’s family, 
who wished to remain nameless, told 
reporters that Oswald’s father, Reginald 
Simple, “dropped a brick” when he 
heard the news, while Oswald’s 
brothers and sisters were very “ticked 
off” about the revalation. 

As a result of the newspaper 
disclosure and subsequent events, said 
Haul, the 35-year old ex-National 
Guard reservist and full-time bar owner 
was recently admitted to Looneyhaha 
Medical Facility, where he had 
undergone psychiatric treatment several

times in the past, during his time of 
military service.

New Item: Attorney Will Makesutcha 
Haul, representing national hero 
Oswald Simple, announced at a press 
conference today that the highly 
controversial $25 million dollars against 
the Bigtime Rag and four other 
newspapers filed last week, was being 
expanded, and now includes an 
additional three newspapers, a weekly 
news-magazine, and at least ten as yet 
undisclosed “John Does” in addition to 
Queensville newpaper columnist Herb 
Complain.

As they were leaving, Simple was 
heard to say to his attorney, “Hey, what 
about Walter Klondyke? I’ve always 
wanted to sue Walter Klondyke ...”

Lee Gahlity of Weenken, Blinkinne & 
Knodd, one of the law firms 
representing the many newspapers and 
private individuals named in a $25 
million dollar lawsuit filed by Oswald 
Simple last month, publicly challenged 
Simple nad his attorney, Will Make¬ 
sutcha Haul, to prove their claims that 
the many defendents involved did 
indeed reveal Simple’s “racial and 
pigment orientation” by disclosing that 
the 35-year old national hero was black. 

“Personally and professionally,” 
Mr. Gahlity stated to the 200-plus 
newsmen assembled in the City Council 
Press chamber, “we feel that this whole 
affair is nothing more than a grand 
attempt to pull the wool over our eyes. 
Myself and attorneys from several other 
corporate law firms have carefully read 
all of the newspaper articles on Mr. 
Simple, and nowhere do they state that 
he is black. They have said that he has 
been seen with black community 
organizers, and lives in a black 
community with a black room-mate, but 
nowhere does it state that he himself is 
black.” 

When Oswald Simple, who had 
recently been re-admitted to the 
Looneyhaha Medical Facility, was 
reached for comment, he replied, 
“What the hell is he talking about? It 
does too say that I’m black. I oughta 
know, dammit, I told ’em so myself, 
and . . . oh, oh.”

From 
Mole End 

Dear Michael: 

Getting settled in the country is not 
easy, especially when you have to cope 
with unfamiliar and un-thought of things 
like water quality. But I’m getting there. 
We have a lot of iron in our water. I 
talked with a man at the County Fair 
about it, a fellow who does water 
purification work, and he said the iron 
in the water was “bacterial” — have you 
ever heard of germ-y iron? — and that 
the only way to get rid of the mineral 
content was to install an eighty gallon 
holding and filtering tank and chlorinate 
like mad, which we don’t want to do. 
Meanwhile, the laundry is getting 
yellower and the sinks and bathtub and 
toilet are getting stained like crazy. To 
hell with this, I thought. Cloroxing 
seems to set the iron deeper unless 
there is something used along with the 
belach to hold the iron off. The old- 
fashioned trip was to boil the laundry in 
a wash tub with some turpentine, which 
is great if you want the entire family to 
smell like a freshly painted wall. I 
remember my grandmother working 
out with a huge pair of wooden tongs 
and a tin wash boiler, and that’s not 
where it’s at, either. My solution is 
borax, which is a great soap booster 
and rinse agent, and seems to be getting 
the iron yellows out of everything, 
without boiling or fussing. 

The borax box says the stuff can be 
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used to clean sinks and tubs, etc. Not 
here. It’s okay for washing refrigerators 
and Formica sink enclosures, and that 
kind of thing, but real scrubbing still 
requires a cleanser, like Bon Ami or 
Ajax. I’m trying a bar of Fel’s Naptha in 
each toilet tank, now that the rust is 
gone, to see if the soap will keep it 
away, but I’m not too optimistic. 

We had people to dinner the other 
day, a friend of Robb’s from school and 
her husband, and I had to do something 
about soup. I think you remembr my 
soups — they take days to make 
because I never want to concentrate on 
them, and they always end up tasting 
just like left-overs. I asked a friend in 
town what she does at her restaurant 
about old-tasting soup, and the solution 
worked. She adds about a handful of 
chopped fresh lettuce (iceburg or butter 
lettuce, so there’s no actual lettust taste) 
about five minutes before the end of the 
simmering. By the time the soup comes 
off the stove, the lettuce has 
disappeared and all that’s left is a 
freshness which must have something 
to do with the high water content of the 
leaves. This method doesn’t even 
require good-looking lettuce. I used the 
bruised leaves from the outside of the 
heads, since our lettuce -patch is fading 
fast irtto Indian summer, and cut them 
into pieces no bigger than an inch, very 
thoroughly; it took about a minute, and 
was well worth the (minimal) effort. 

The winet garden is completely in, 
now. We pit in some salsify, just to see 
what it does. Our soil is not too good for 
root vegetables, but I’ve never tasted 
this root. They also call it ‘vegetable 
oyster’ or oyster plant, and it’s supposed 
to be good fried. More on that later. 
Meanwhile, we’ve alreadd our first rain, 
which means the first frost is soon to 


come, and I’m heading for the tomatoes 
to pick them clean. Robb makes a 
superb green tomato pickle, and I like 
green tomato pie, so between the two of 
us there shouldn’t be any problem 
saving the crop. I’m going to make 
squash-blossom fritters tomorrow for 
dinner, as a way of grabbing the last 
benefit from the zucchini and pumpkins. 
That makes two saved summer 
vegetables. The carrots and potatoes 
will stay in the ground, along with the 
turnips, beets, parsnips and so on. 
Turnips and parsnips are actually better 
if they’ve frozen, so what doesn’t freeze 
before I want to use it will go into the 
refrigerator for a couple of days prior to 
cooking, to develop the flavors better. 
Have you ever had squash-blossom 
fritters? All you do is whip up a batter, 
either fritter or tempura batter, dip the 
flowers in it and fry them. They come 
out exquisitely light and delicate, and 
very tasty. I use a pinch of sugar instead 
of salt in the batter: not enough to taste 
the sweetness, but enough to bring up 
the flavor of the flowers. And the wok 
works fine. 

Someone is going to have to teach 
me how tomake pancakes on an electric 
stove. Robb is not an accomplished 
pancake maker, so he shies away from 
them. But I like pancakes a lot, and the 
last batch were disasters, start to finish. 
They cooked up somewhere in the 
middle between crepes and pancakes, 
not light but not moist. I think my 
Heavenly reward is going to be a 
six-burner gas stove! 

All of Mendocino County (coastal) 
seems to have a fly problem after the 
mosquito menace abates. I went to our 
local general store and bought some fly 
paper tapes, the kind that hang from the 
ceiling. The ingredient listing doesn’t 


say anything about perfume or 
sweetners: no molasses, no rose oil, 
nothing. But the flies go to the paper in 
droves. I understand that fly paper is 
ready to take down when you can’t 
stand to look at it anymore, but I 
couldnt stand to look at it as soon as I 
had it up, so I’m going to wait until it 
doesn’t feel sticky, and then burn the 
buggers. I tried the organic fly-catchirig 
method, which is a jar of water and 
honey with a funnel, sitting in the sun, 
and it doesn’t work. I may put molasses 
on some paper towelling and see what 
that does, but the paper strips are doing 
so well that I just may not bother with 
any more elaborate traps. 

The cats have finally adjusted, 
more or less, to living here. They no 
longer think the carpeting is warm lawn, 
and I actually saw Pascal go 
adventuring in the woods the other day. 
They seem to have fewer fleas here 
than in the city; which is a mercy, 
considering how bad they are about 
flea powder. But the dogs have fleas 
galore. We used to use carbolic acid 
soap on flea-ed animals, and I’m going 
to leave that chore to Robb, since 
She-baa weighs about fifty pounds and 
hates bathing. 

I have been working over the 
strawberry beds for the last week or so, 
pulling out the wild sorrel, cultivating, 
and spreading goat manure around.

SUNFLOWERS, CORN AND 
LIBERATED CROWS 

It was a shrewd farmer who first 
interplanted sunflowers and corn when 
he noticed that crows and other 
scavengers only laughed at his 
scarecrow if they deigned to notice it at 
all. You see, crows seldom go to 
cornfields for the “stuffy” show — more 
likely than not they’re there to mingle 
and eat and this is where the sunflowers 


Because the sunflowers are at least 
as tall as the silken ears, because the 
showy flowers attract more attention 
and because their open center’s 
delectible seeds are more accessable 
than the tightly wrapped corn kernals — 
because, in general, the flowers are 
more noticeable and because they’re 
easier “pickins,” the crows bypass the 
corn in favor of these more tempting 
targets. So much for our monthly 
agricultural anecdote. But consider this 
subtle diversionary tactic as an analogy 


to the current and apparently, 
fashionable harping on the existence of 
a “golden 400” and their dubious value. 

Two of the most frequently 
maliagned phenomena in San 
Francisco are “celebrities” and Their 
seemingly constant auctions. After 
attending the sixth auction this month 
— all of which I originally foreswore — I 
was collared by a drunken but curious 
bystander and called to account for my 
participation and my motives. I gave 
what I considered an honest answer and 
later quizzed a number of friends about 
their feelings. Do you realize that a 
conservative estimate of money raised 
at these auctions alone would be close 
to $25,000 annually? These usually 
benefit injured individuals, community 
organizations, building funds, self-help 
projects, political candidates, and yes, 
even replace stolen coats. And you’ll 
find precious little variation in the list of 
persons who contribute items, money 
or their time and presence. What 
possible difference could it make to a 
particular reform group why they are 
there or what motivates a person to buy 
an object often with no real value other 
than the benefit another will eventually 
derive from that evening’s folly. I would 
even venture to say that the money 
amassed at these effective-if overdone 
celebrity auctions would match one-half 
the money raised for the community by 
functions dependent on massive door 
receipts: CMC, Circus-Circus, Casualty 
Capers, OZ, Cover-boy contests, the 
Acme Man Contest, the Levi and 
countless other Balls. These latter 
functions have raised approximately 
$50,000. Therefore, an estimated total 
of $75,000 raised annually is, 
understandably, nothing to dismiss so 
lightly, kid, so you’ll excuse me if your 


next uninformed, insecure and mal¬ 
icious reference to ego-maniacs, 
drag-queens, nelly neurotics and 
wrinkled royalty affects me like a well 
placed finger in my throat. You and 
your misdirected cohorts remind me of 
the proverbial malcontent who was said 
to be two inches shorter than himself.

PRESUMPTIONS 

Under the rules of evidence, a 
presumption is an assumption of fact, 
not evidence itself. But unless the other 
side produces contrary evidence, a 
jury’s verdict may be based on 
presumption that a person charged with 
a crime is presumed innocent until 
proven guilty. 

Other presumptions apply to 
criminal cases. For example, if a 
prosecutor proves beyond a reasonable 
doubt that a person’s blood has a .10 
alcohol content, then the person is 
presumed “under the influence.” The 
presumption may be rebutted if the 
defense can raise a reasonable doubt as 
to the validity of the blood test, say by 
showing a mix-up in the labeling of the 
blood sample. 

Just as the rules have exceptions, 
presumptions have exceptions or may 
not apply in certain situations. In one

CONDEMNED. 

There is the story of the 
Commander who wrote into the log 
book, “The Captain was drunk today.” 
And the Captain wrote, “The Com¬ 
mander was sober today.” 

Such entries and labels are unfair 
and subject to misinterpretation. 

The police during the Christmas 
shopping season would alert merchants 
by pointing out potential shoplifters. 
Flyers were passed out giving names 
and photos of convicted shoplifters, as 
well as names and photographs of 
persons who had been arrested, but not 
convicted of shoplifting. All were 
described as “shoplifters.” 

A civil liberties group sued to stop 
this. The federal court agreed. Branding 
of all persons arrested but not convicted 
us unfair. It is an attack on the good 
name, reputation and honor of the 
person involved. It could result in job 
loss and injury to business and 
professional reputation. A person 
arrested is presumed innocent, and to 
brand him as a “shoplifter” violates due 
process. 

In a Wisconsin case, the law said 
that certain liquor licensees could forbid 
the sale of liquors to heavy drinkers. 
Another chief of police posted a notice 
at all retail liquor outlets in the 
community that liquor should not be 
sold to Sam, because he was 
known”not to be a sober man.” Sam 
sued and the U.S. Supreme Court ruled 
that such a notice, or badge of disgrace 
violated due process. The fundamental 
protections of liberty would not permit 
this. 

In another case, California utility 
regulations permitted the telephone 
company to cut off phone service to a 
person who, according to the chief of 
police, was suspected of bookmaking. 
This was improper. There should be 
some kind of hearing or right to refute 
that charge before the important service 
was cut off. 

On the other hand, it is proper to 
have a law permitting the exclusion of 
known bookmakers and persons 
convicted of illegal wagering from race 
tracks. 

Intoxicated persons may be ex¬ 
cluded from nude model studios. 


case, the State law said that married 
students would be classified as non¬ 
residents, and thus have to pay higher 
tuition, if their address was outside the 
state at the time they applied for 
admission to the university. They would 
continue to be “presumed” non-res¬ 
idents as long as they were at school. 
This rule was thrown out by the court 
because it denied these students due 
process of law. They could overcome 
the presumption by presenting evidence 
that they had become bona fide 
residents of the state. 

The courts have required other 
presumptions to yield in the face of 
evidence. The Food Stamp Act 
originally “presumed” conclusively that 


members of any household who were 
over the age of 18 were “non-nnedy” 
and thus couldn’t qualify for food 
stamps. The court held that eligibility 
must be decided on an individual basis, 
with an opportunity to rebut the 
presumption. 

Another case involved a school 
board that required maternity leaves for 
teachers who were starting their fifth 
month of pregnancy. The board 
conclusively presumed that such a 
teacher was physically unable to teach. 

This is not true for everyone and 
such a rule denies due process of law 
unless it allows proof of capability 
through a later time.
